The men of the new army in their first march 


-. together for the first time and not in the forma- 


' tions to which they will become accustomed, un- 
trained, but not unwilling, if their address and de- 
portment indicated anything. 

We have an idea that no matter with what nat- 
tral reluctance the men anticipate the transfor- 


mation of their.lives they are already proud of} 


the distinction which they have been given. 

It was not a march of conscripts, but of citizens 

submitting to just military processes. The men in 
the street were better than the men-on the curb 
and must have been conscious of it. They had 
no more liability, but a higher privilege. 
_ It was the first march of an army which, we 
trust, will never again be lacking on American 
soil. It was the first march of the army we need, 
an army of civilians, in this case yet to be trained 
hereafter, we hope, to be found trained. 

If such men, after training, could leave their 
business pursuits and appear in Chicago streets 
in uniform and with accustomed rifies on six 
hours’ notice, the future of the United States 
would be safe in the keeping of its armed men. 


The United States is raising a national army by | 


_- application of a just principle, modified to suit the 
emergency and special conditions, but not com- 
promised by evasions and dodging. It is, we be- 
lieve, the first time in the history of the nation 
that the principles embodied in our law, but sel- 
dom recognized, have been put in operation with.

The men who marched together for the first 
_ time on Saturday were the first chosen in this 
_+ wholesome process of national defense, and if in 
years to come new classes of young men, arriving 
at military age, are selected at the proper season 


_,‘ and in the proper manner for preparation for na- 


tional service the security and dignity, of the 
United States will be maintained. 

We have.a difficult task in this country and, it 
may be, are just beginning to realize and appre- 
ciate it. It has been our confidence that we were 
obtaining unity out of many elements and that 
we were preserving the national morale which, 
in seeming at “least, we inherited. i 

Now, it may be questionable whether we have 
been achieving the unity we imagined we were. 
The test may have been greater and the results 
less than we realized. This land has been the 
asylum for harassed, ambitious, or discontented 
masses in Europe, masses widely divergent in cus- 
tom, aspirations, traditions, and thought. 

We have been receiving them carelessly, confi- 
dent that in the strange alchemy of our national 
processes they would be, without special effort of 
ours, transformed into a national type, filled with 
a national inspiration and given a national pur- 
pose. | 
We may have been conscious that at the present 


_ time we were not a true bred nation, with the 
, _ immense aid of centuries of history to permeate 


the individual consciousness and govern the indi- 
vidual life. But we were confident that the com- 
pelling processes of a common language and the 
impulses of liberty, the grandeur of American 
ideals and principles, would fuse all divergent 
masses and bring them to a type, sturdier because 
it represented amalgamation. 

We may have overvalued the éauses at work to 
make national type and national unity. We may 
have been allowing corrosives to work on national 
morale. We may have needed—we may need—a 

' great cause to stimulate national consciousness. 
Unity may be found in great national] effort, in. 
volving great national danger. 

The men in the first march together were of 
many stocks. For the first time they were gath- 
ered together for a great national undertaking, 
for a service done for everybody in the United 
States, to be done to make the United States the 
proud and safe republic which it must be in the 
estimation of its loyal citizens. 

It must have been in the consciousness of every 
thinking marcher and every thinking observer 
that the knitting method had been tightened and 
the materials strengthened.

We do not imply that this disregard of patriotic 
etiquette is evidence of any deep disregard of the 
Stars and Stripes. Many a man who kept his 
hat on unflinchingly and “many a patrolman who 
paid no attention as the colors passed we know 


would fight and die for them. Nevertheless we are | 


now at war and the heedlessness of peace is not 
a good thing to permit when our soldiers are even 
now in sound of the guns and our flying men and 
our sailors already are beginning to pay with their 


| lives for our cause. 3 


THE TRIBUNE has asked that patriotic societies, 
organizations of all kinds, the clergy, and school 
teachers join in a campaign of education to make 
saluting the colors general among the American 
people. But it especially asks that the depart- 
ment of police set the example. A policeman is 
a man in uniform. He represents the law, the 
state, and he should set a conspicuous example 
of respect for the beloved symbol of our nation- 
ality. Policemen, including police commanders, 
should be instructed strictly to come to attention 
and bring the hand to the salute whenever the 
colors pass formally. We may suggest that this 
will not only be an example to every civilian but 
also that the effect upon the police themselves will 
be of the best. | 3 

As for civilian citizens, let us get over our self- 
consciousness and our heedlessness in these mat- 
ters. It is not democratic, it is not the part of in- 
deperidence or of personal dignity to refuse this 
formality. On the contrary, it is a higher duty 
in the freeman than in the subject of an autocracy, 
for we act by our own volition, saluting the flag 
as a symbol of our self-government, the symbol of 
freemen loyally united. 

When the tricolor passes in France every hat 
comes off, and devout women cross themselves. 
Are the Stars and Stripes less worthy of a free- 
man’s honor than the tricolor? _Do Americans love 
and respect their country’s flag less than the 
French republicans love theirs? We hope not, and 


hearted devotion and divided allegiance, although 
the nation is pledged before the world to a great 
war, we all ought to join in every act of patriotic 
ceremony, for our own sake and also for the sake 
of those whose loyalty needs a sharp awakening. 


haps to die for the Stars and Stripes as their 
predecessors have fought and suffered and died 
for them in five great wars and many lesser ones. 
We who stand on the curb and watch our defend- 
ers march by can afford at least to show that we, 
too, honor the flag. 


“A RICH MAN’S WAR.” 


About the most disgusting blather of anti-war 
agitation is the charge that this is “a rich man’s 
war.” It can only pass current among the igno- 
rant, the shallow minded, or the fanatic. It isn’t 
necessary to discuss its fallacy for readers of THE 
TRIBUNE, but the irony of it just now is bitter 
when we read that among the very first sacrifices 
of the war is the crippling, perhaps for life, of a 
young aviator, Davison, son of one of the heads of 
the house of Morgan. . 

Young Davison had everything in the world to 
live for, materially speaking—youth, wealth, social 
advantage, health, opportunity, education. He 
might easily have gone into a safe branch of pub- 
lic service if he felt impelled to-make the gesture 
of patriotism. Instead he chose the most perilous 
and the most urgently necessary service, aviation, 
and for months has been giving money and time 
to its development and to his own training. Now 
he has paid the price of as pure a patriotic impulse 


as any man feels. His sacrifice is a rebuke to the' 


shirker in every walk of life and an inspiration to 
every one of his fellow Americans. At about the 
same time Aviator Fleischman, another young 
man of wealth and position, was killed in the same 
training. Other such men have died in France in 
the same cause, and more will follow them. In 
Chicago the sons of “rich men” were among the 
first to come forward and are to be found in every 
branch of the service. Two of the sons of one of 
the leading bankers are in the perilous air service. 
The son of a member of one of the great mercan- 
tile houses is in that service. Throughout the 
country “rich men” and rich men's sons are giving 
with open hands of wealth, of service, of life itself.

U. s 80 MILLION 


Forced to as, Make 
Wages to Get Men to 
Rush Through Work.

Washington, ‘D. C., Aug. 5.—[Spe- 


| cial.J—When the hot wave of last 


week shut down over most of the 
United States, with a maximum tem- 
perature of more than 100 degrees 
above zero, it had somewhat serious 
results on the great work of getting 
the American armies housed and 
equipped. 

In scores of cases the temperature 
in mills and factories engaged on 
contracts for the government rose to 
such a point that men and women 
dropped at their looms and benches 
and it became necessary to close down 
the plants. 


or three days at a time when all the 
facilities of the country are being 


jdriven to their fullest capacity’ is a 


somewhat serious matter. It will in- 
crease the inevitable shortage of 
uniforms and other articles of equip- 
ment when the men go into the training 
camps in September. 


150,000 Uniforms by Sept. 15. 


Quartermaster Gen. Henry G. Sharpe 
of the army told a committee of con- 
gress the other day that by Sept. 15 
he did not expect more than 150,000 
uniforms will be ready for the new na- 
tional armies. There certainly will be 
similar, if not so serious, shortages in 
many of the other almost innumerable 
ariicles of equipment. 

The publig¢ may as well make up its 
mind to face that situation. And, so 
far as the blame for this condition is 
concerned, there is no use in wasting 
time in wrangling about it. Finally 
the blame lies with the American pub- 
lic, and with congress, which has con- 


ristently refused to make provision for 


such an emergency as the country now 
faces. 

The quartermaster’s department of the 
army is honest, slow, and tied with red 
tape to heavy weight of precedents and 
departmental rules. The advisory com- 
mission of the council of national de- 
fense, composed of big business men, 
has had no real authority until the 
other day, when President Wilson cre- 
ated the war industries board, with 
Frank Scott of Cleveland, O., at its 
head, and gave it full power to buy 
everything needed for the army. 


r Order 1,900,000 Blankets. 

But with the best machinery in the 
world it would have been an impossible 
task to get all the equipment and sup- 
plies needed for 1,300,000 men within six 
months after war was declared on Ger- 
many.

Camps Cost $80,000,000. 

It is expected | at the thirty-two can- 
tonments, scattered about the country— 
with most of them the south—where 
the new armies are be trained, will 
be ready to auaiog the men some time 
before it is possible to fully equip and 
arm them. All the bulidings will not be 
completed in some places, the water and 
electric light plants will not be finished, 
but the absolute necessities are expected 
to be ready at least as soon as are the 
men. 

It will be by far the biggest rush job 
of contracting in all history, and will 
cost more than $80,000,000. But it is 
already certain that the cost of building 
the cantonments will be severely criti- 
cized. There wil] be charges in congress 
that mec of dollars bave been 
wasted. 

20 Miles of Buildings. 


The fact that all the building is being : 


done on the basis of cost, plus a 7 per 
cent profit, lends itself to such attacks. 
And it is certain that the construction 


of twenty solid miles of buildings with | 


the proper equipment of water, lights, 
sewers, and other necessities for thirty- 
two cities of 40,000 inhabitants each 


within a period of twelve weeks—speed | 


being the first and prime requirement— 
cannot be accomplished without what, 
in normal times and conditions, would 
be a wasteful use of money. 

On all the cantonments a total of 
more than 150,000 men are at work. To 
get that number of men to accept tem- 
porary employment it was necessary to 
bid against civilian employers, offering 
more permanent work, and to bid high. 
Furthermore, ‘the law provides that the 
work day shall be only eight hours and 
that for all overtime a rate of time and 
a half shall be paid. 

Now the first effort of every ieatenaneal 


is to get his big job done as quickly as 
possible. If in competition with civilian 
employers it is necessary to pay $3 a day 
for common labor, the cantonment 
builder must also keep his men at work 
as many hours a day as possible. At 
time and a half for all over eight hours 
the average workm@n is not averse to 
spending twelve hours out of the twenty- 
four on the job. His daily earnings will 
then reach $6.26. 


Wages Mount High. 

With skilled workmen, whose eight 
hour pay may reach $5 or $6, under 
strenuous competition wages for a 
twelve hour day mount to $9 or $10. 
Hence congressional attack, much news- 
paper scandal. 

Some of the cantonment and other con- 
tractors may be taking advantage of the 
situation to waste public funds. Some 
of them may be plain and simple graft- 
ers. Working on the theory of averages,

know. 
It is certain, however, that most of the 
men here in Washington are actuated 
by patriotic motives. They have tackled 
an almost imposible job. And they are 
making great headway with it.

Red Cross was announced today. 

Henry P. Davison, chairman of the 
Red Cross war relief board, announced 
that the national surgical dressings com- 
mittee, which has sent more than 16,- 
000,000 surgical dressings for use in 
1,500 hospitals of Europe, has become 
an auxiliary of the American Red Cross. 
This arrangement was perfected after 


negotiations between Mary Hatch Wil- 


the organizer and chairman of the, 
surgical dressings committee, and Rob- 
ert S. Lovett, chairman of the Red Creag 
committee on codperation. 


Plea for Co-operation. 

Chairman Davison supplemented his 
announcement with an appeal to all re- 
lief organizations manufacturing mate- 
rials for hospital or other relief work 
among the allies in Europe to become 
auxiliaries of the Red Cross. All organ- 
‘izations joining the Red Cross under this 
arrangement will retain their name and 
identity, and the Red Cross will trans- 
port all their materials to Europe with- 
out charge, and supervise distribution. 

“Pressure upon shipping space has 
become very intense,’ Chairman Davi- 
son said, “‘ and it is absolutely necessary 
that for the present nothing be shipped 
abroad which is not imperatively needed. 
Ocean shipping difficulties become 
greater each day the submarine warfare 
is continued.” 


Coffin Succeeds Lovett. 


' “We earnestly hope that no one will 


feel that the Red Cross desires to do 
anything but help. The Red Cross is an 
American institution, chartered by the 
United States government, and the presi- 
dent of the United States is its presi- 
dent. The organization belongs to the 
American people, and seeks in this great 
world emergency to do nothing more and 
nothing less than to codrdinate the gen- 
erosity of our people toward achieving + 
supremé aim.” 

Mr. Lovett has resigned as chairman | 
of the committee on codperation by rea- 
son of his appointment by President Wil- 
son to membership on the war industries 
board.

Bearish Crop News Dis-| 


counted Until Stocks 
Show Larger Gains. 


High prices for cash grain of all kinds 
continue to give bull traders in grain 
_ the main stimulation for their activities 
on the buying side. This is natural, as 
the lack of any big stocks to act as a 
balance for the speculative market re- 
sults in easy congestion, and on any ma- 
terial decline the markets become over- 
gold. “It is not at all dificult for the 
‘Joeal bulle to advance prices as soon as 


ebnormal. There is apparently every in- 
Gucement for the distilling interests to 
_ buy all the corn possible during the re- 
snaining days of grace in which they are 
enabled to make their product. Conse- 
quently price is a minor consideration 
with them, and with their competition 
for the offerings, which are light, the 
other industries have to pay the same 
price to provide for their current needs. 
Just how long this situation will last de- 
pends on the developments at Washing- 
ton: 
. Traders Are in Doubt. 

As soon as the food bill is placed on 
the statute books the trade will have 
more definite ideas. At present every 
one is at sea, and with the country bull- 
ish on all grains, and inclined to hold 
corn especially until the new crop is as- 
gured, there is no pressure to sell and 
no relief to the tight situation in the 
cash markets. : 

Traders looking at the extraordinarily 
high prices for the old crop corn are not 
4nclined to become extremely bearish, 
_ ‘with the new crop futures selling more 
than $1.00 under the price of cash corn 
with the new crop still a long way from 
maturity. That the present cash situa- 
tion is not likely to continue long if the 
new crop is secured in good shape is ad- 
mitted, but general high prices for all 
grains, the known needs of Europe, and 
the exhaustion of old crop supplies of 
wheat and oats, and the light stocks of 
old corn with which to supply the re- 
quirements of the remaining months of 
the crop year, combine to make the 
short side precarious, to say the least, 
although the maximum prices which 


have been established in corn have| 


checked the outside buying to a large 
extent except on the reactions. 


Car Situation Big Problem. 

Two big problems confront the grain 
trade in regard to the distributing of the 
new crops. There are practically no old 
etocks of grain at the visible supply 
points with which to start the new year. 
_ Consequently, the necessity for provid- 
ing for an ample car supply is impera- 
tive. If there should be a shortage in 
the car supply to move the grain from 
the farms it will be a long time hefore 
. the movement will be large enough to 

provide for current requirements and 
also to build up stocks at terminal mar- 
kets large enough to be a market fac- 
tor. If the car supply proves arple the 
movement should increase rapidly with 
a resulting increase in stocks which will 
serve to give the markets a halance 
-wheel which they have been without me 
60 many weeks. 


Adequate Tonnage Needed. 

The other big problem will be that of 
Ocean tonnage. With a fair crop of 
‘wheat in this country and Canada, and 
record yields of corn and oats in this 
country, the export demand will have 
to be heavy to take care of the surplus. 
‘There is little question but that the sur- 
plus wheat, if there.is any great amount 
of it available, will be easily taken care 
of. The necessity for enormous ex- 
ports of corn and oats remain. While 
Burope will take the grain, the avail- 
ability of tonnage is a question, and it 
may be that with a short car supply 
and a limited amount of tonnage the 
_ disposal of the surplus of coarse grains 
‘will be a big problem. 


Crop News Is Favorable. 

Crop news of the week has been favor- 
able, and the features have been the re- 
ports on winter wheat and oats, yields 
of which are generally heavier than 
expected. Many sections are reporting 
practically a double yield of oats, and 
harvesting is now well along of both win- 
‘ter wheat and oats. Thrashing of oats 
and wheat has started in many sec- 
tions and the movement is expected to 
_ be larger from now on. There has been 
& fair run of wheat to the southwestern 
markets, and if the trade was more cer- 
tain under what conditions they would 
be expected to work the movement 
' ‘would have been larger. Conditions are 
much mixed in the northwest, but so 
far as wheat is concerned all prospect 
of better than a fair crop of spring 
wheat is gone. 


Lard Scores Big Rally.

Outdo All Dreams. 

But see what confronts the financial 
community. Expenditures beyond the 
most extravagant dream of the most en- 
thusiastic expansionist have been an- 
nounced from Washington, and congress 
has been asked to provide the where- 
withal. Where is it to come from? 

Largely from loans, but also from tax- 
ation. If not now, certainly next a 
(provided the war lasts that long) taxa- 
tion will become increasingly burden- 
some. President Wilson, on the out- 
break of the war, announced that loans 
would have to be adequately supported 
by taxation, and that is a formula in 
which all thinking observers — of things 
financial concur.

C. A. D., Delmar, Iowa.—The Morris 
plan bank has $1,000,000 of capital and 
its main business will be loaning this 
money to small borrowers.

It will open no 
checking accounts, but will allow 4 or 5 
per cent on certificates of deposit, the 
latter certificates being payable on thir- 
ty days’ notice. The bank evidently 
will have comparatively small demand 
deposits and therefore will need to keep 
only a small cash reserve.

Similar banks in other cities have had 
records of few losses on loans. The 
principal uncertainty is on this point.
